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AN OLD TIMER GONE 
The late Hon. John A. Davidson, 
provincial treasurer. of . Manitoba 
whose death occurred at hishome at 
Neepawa, Man., on Saturday, was an 
old ‘timer of the province of Mani- 
toba, and at one time visited Edmon- 
ten. He was born at Thamesford, 
Ontario, in August, 1852, and was, 
tii@refore, 51 years old at his death. 


In his early youth the family re- 
moved from Ontario to Iowa; and 
after a residence there of some 


years, in 1872 removed to Manitoba. 
The trip was made in wagous as the 
railway did not then extend much 
beyond St. Paul. The family were 
among the first settlers at what is 
now. Gladstone, but which they then 
named Palestine, about one hundred 
miles west of Winnipeg. They en- 
gaged in farming. On the establish- 
ment of the Northwest government 
at Battleford in 1876, Mr. Davidson 
and two of his brothers brought a 
brigade of carts to Battleford laden 
with supplies for the new capital. Be- 
ing anxious to see Edmonton, he sent 
part of the brigade back to Glad- 
stone with his brothers and brought 
the remainder on to Edmonton laden 
with supplies for the government 
saw mill which had been established 
in the timber limits above the White 
Mud, 60 miles west of Edmonton. He 
was accompanied on this trip by Mr. 
Oliver, now of the Bulletin, and it 
may be mentioned that Mr. John A. 
McDougal{, of McDougall & Secord, 
was also, a ,traveiling companion 
from Fort Pitt to Victoria. Mr. 
Davidson returned to his.home in 
Palestine during the winter of 76-77, 
making the trip of 900 miles by Jog 
train. After his Edmonton trip Mr.. 
Davidson went into a commercial 
and milling business in the town of 
Gladstone, and afterwards removed 
to Neepawa, where he became. one of 
the founders ct the town. He was 
successful in business and entered 
municipal politics. He entered pro- 
vincial, politics in 1561 as member for 
Dauphin district. _ He was re-elected 
in 1883 and was defeated in 1886 and 


again in 1888. He was elected in 
1892, but was defeated in the elec- 
tions of i900. His successful op- 


ponent was unseated and Mr. David- 
son was elected at the bye-election. 
He then became provincial treasurer 
in the Macdonald government, and 
held the portiolio under Premiers 
Macdonald and Roblin until his 
death. In politics he was strongly 
Conservative. He leaves a widow, a 
daughter and two sons.

any person who is the sole head of a 


family, or any male over 18 years of 
age, to the extent of one-quarter sec. 


tion of 160 aercs. more or lesa. 
ENTRY. 


Entry may be made personally at 
the Tocal land office tor the district 
in which the iand to be taken ig 
situate, or if the homesteader desires 
he may, op applioation to the Minister 
of the Interior, Ottawa, the Commis- 
sioner of Immigration, Winnipeg, or 
the Loca: Agent for the district in 
whith the fana is situate, receive 
authority for somé oz to make entry 
for him. A fee ot $10 is charged for 
2 homestead entry. } 


HOMESTEAD DUTIES. 


A settler who has been gr2nteqd an 
entry for a homest<au 1s required by 
the provisions of the Dominion Lands 
Act and the amendments thereto to 
perform the condition connected 
therewith under one of the follow- 
ing plans.— 


1. At east six months’ residence 
upon and cultivation of the land :n 
each year durimg tne term of three 
years. 

2. If the iather (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) or any’ person who 
is eligibfe to maxe a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this ast, 
resides upon a tarm in the vicinity of 
the iand entered tor by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taining patent may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

3. If a settler has oDtained a patent 
for his homestead, or-@ certificate for 
the issue of such patent countersign- 
ed in the manner preseripéd by the 
Act, and has obtaimea entry for a 
second homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior & 
obtaining patent may be satisfied 
residence upon the first homestead, if 
the second homestead 1s in the vicinity 
of the firat homestead. 

4 If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming fand owned 
by him in the viesmity of hie bome- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 1s 
to residence may be satisfied by resi- 
dence upon the said land. 

The term “viemity’’ used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering iown- 
ship.
